in Mexico earthquake 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) -A severe 
earthquake jolted four states from 
Mexico City to the Gulf coast today 
and the Red Cross said more than 
100 persons were killed when the 
quake toppled a 12-story apartment 
building in Orizaba, 
120 miles 
southeast of Mexico City. 
At least 34 other deaths were 
reported 
and 
more than 
1,000 
persons were injured. 
“ Dozens more are trapped in the 
building (in Orizaba) waiting to be 
cut out,” JoseGarduno. secretary of 
the Mexican Red Cross, told UPI. 
“ The situation is extremely grave. 
We are preparing to send rescue 
expeditions from Mexico City to 
Orizaba.” 
The Red Cross also reported two 
dead in Cordoba and two in Puebla. 
The governor of Puebla State said 30 
persons probably died in Quecholac 
village. 


There were unconfirmed reports 
of deaths in Japala and Tehuacan, in 
Vera Cruz State. 
“ More than half the buildings of 
Orizaba 
have been destroyed,” 


Ricardo Mejia, the local Red Cross 
chief said. “ We have more than 
1,000 
persons 
injured. 
Three 
hundred of them are in hospitals.” 


The quake took its worst toll in 
mountain areas near the skirts of 
18,700-foot, snow-covered Orizaba 
volcano. There were reports of a red 
flash and thunder just before the 
quake struck. 
Alfonso Valencia Rios, a newsman 
from Veracruz, said there were 
many reports of mysterious red 
flashes and thunder just moments 
before the quake. He suggested they 
might be related to volcanic action.

Board pay hike defeated

The powerful Board of Supervisors — evidently with an ear toward a 
groundswell of public opinion opposing any major salary boost at this 
time — voted 3-2 Monday to defeat a proposal for an increase from 
$14,224 to $18,000 a year, effective late this fall. 
A large audience thronging the supervisors' hearing chamber in the 
County Administration Building generally applauded speakers 
exhorting the board to hold down a large salary increase and heckled a 
Santa Barbara business executive who argued in favor of full-time 
board duty with commensurate pay. 
E. G. Wallenbrock, president of 7-Up of Santa Barbara, presented 
the board with a 26-page brochure produced by a Los Angeles 
consulting firm, in support of his arguments that county government 
deserved high-pay, full-service county supervisors due to its 
complexity and continued growth. 
But he and a few other speakers who called for an end to part-time 
pay to supervisors found themselves in the minority among the 
audience. 
Turned down in the close vote was Supervisor James M. Slater’s 
motion for the $18,000 annual salary with no requirement for full time 
service. Slater is an attorney. Slater pointed out the $18,000 figure 


emerged as an average salary including side benefits of eight 
comparable counties in the state to which the county has pegged 
compensation tor regular county employes. 
Veteran Supervisor Curtis Tunnell. of Santa Maria, in his 11th 
year on the board,was the only supporter of Slater s motion Tunnell 
recalled the old board had turned down a bid more than a year ago by a 
similar vote for a salary exceeding $20.000 a year. 
Tunnell assured the audience he had “ given up” his roofing business 
some years ago to devote full time as a supervisor. He backed the pay 
boost, he said, “ because I can assure you it costs a lot of money to he 
supervisor.” 
But negative votes from Board chairman Francis H Beattie, 
retired Lompoc auto dealer; Supervisor Charles F Catterlm. Santa 
Barbara attorney, and Frank J Frost, who also is a history professor 
on part-time pay at University of California, Santa Barbara, killed

Frost said he felt it was important supervisors have other interests 
such as teaching, law or business, to enable them to have better 
perspective” and closer contacts with the public other than as a 
governmental employe.

The Santa Barbara County Taxpayers 
Association, 
one ot 
the more astute 
watchdogs 
of 
County 
government, 
certainly had some comment to make in 
their bulletin this month concerning the 
actions this year taken by the County 
board of supervisors relative to their 
disbursement of revenue sharing funds. 
“ While 
none 
of 
the 
professional 
adm inistrators, 
to 
our 
knowledge, 
recommended any uses of revenue sharing 
funds for other than traditional county or 
city 
p u r p o s e s 
such 
as 
c a p i t a l 
improvements, upgrading equipment, or 
improving departmental capabilities, the 
elected representatives could not or would 
not ignore the siren song of the special 
interest groups who wanted to share in this 
big pie from the sky,” 
the bulletin 
declared. They claim that about three 
quarters 
of 
a 
million 
dollars 
were 
budgeted for continuing programs that

benefit miniscule portions of the populace. 
The Association puts out a warning: 
“The $750,000 represents only seven per 
cent of the $11 million of revenue sharing 
money available in the 1973-74 fiscal year 
to the county and the cities,” the bulletin 
stated. “The day of reckoning will start in 
the 1974-75 budget year when the total 
revenue sharing funds available will only 
be $3 million. If the special interests again 
ask for the moon and get another $750,000, 
it will represent not seven per cent, but 25 
per cent of the total available.” 
We believe, along with the Association, 
that the board of supervisors did open up a 
Pandora's box in acceding to the requests 
of special interest groups. It would have 
been well had they followed the advice of 
the administrators and employed the funds 
for capital improvements or “ one-time” 
expenditures. 
But, that's politics.

properly, a spectacularly clumsy 
attempt to abuse power. I don’t 
know whether in fact somebody in 
the anti-trust division of the Justice 
Department was responsible for 
dropping monopoly charges against 
ITT’s acquisition of the Hartford 
Fire Insurance Company, knowing 
only that highly responsible jurists 
thought the acquisition perfectly 
legal. But if that is what the little

It is reassuring that a Republican

however sobering it is to realize that 
there 
were people 
in authority 
disposed to do that kind of thing. 


While there are those who think 
legislators are only interested in 
measures which will curry favor 
with the voters or in some manner 
enhance their positions, this is not 
always the case. 
Consider a bill introduced by 
Assemblyman 
Leroy Greene. 
If 
passed it will only benefit those far 
too young to vote now and probably 
they 
won’t 
matriculate 
before 
Greene has left public office. 
This is a bill which would give 
girls under 18 years of age the same 
right to work as now enjoyed by the 
boys. 
California law permits boys at the 
age of 
10 
to engage 
in 
sales 
activities such as a delivery of 
newspapers, selling magazines and 
even shining shoes. Girls however 
must be at least 18. 
On the surface one might think 
Greene is motivated by a selfish 
desire anyway. True, 10 year old 
girls can’t vote but such a bill might 
win him favor with the newspapers. 
But the California Newspaper 
Publishers Association has in the past 
opposed similar legislation and is 
taking no position on the present 
proposal. 
Apparently the publishers have 
sought to avoid the wrath of the “do- 
gooders” who have battled such 
legislation on the grounds young 
girls 
would 
be 
exploited 
and 
endangered. 
One of the arguments has been 
that because newspapers are often 
delivered in pre-dawn or after dusk 
hours the girls woul be in danger of 
molestation. 
Those more sophisticated know 
that young boys are just as much in 
danger of child molesters, and often 
more so. If one must keep their 
children isolated to protect them 
from all the hazards of urban life 
society has really failed. 
This 
is 
not 
to 
advocate 
the 
promiscuous 
running 
around 
of 
young children. But under parental 
guidance there is no more reason to 
deny teen age girls the right to 
deliver newspapers than to place the 
same ban on young boys. 
More and more youngsters are 
being denied the right to earn money 
doing various chores which once 
were a way of life for children. The 
learning of good work habits is just 
as important in a child’s training as 
any 
school 
book 
learning 
and 
undoubtedly of more benefit than 
some of the “ innovative programs” 
dreamed up by modern educators. 
And, 
in 
t oda y’s 
world 
of 
emancipated women it is equally as 
important for girls as it is for boys. 
Further, the fact is that young 
girls are delivering papers now 
This because the Attorney General

district attorneys are unwilling to 
enforce it. So, all Greene’s bill 
really does is erase from the books 
an archaic and unenforceable law.

Education crossroads 


By the time this is read Lompoc 
Education 
Association's 
(LEA) 
representative council will have 
approved or disapproved a salary 
package that had already received 
the okay of LEA s Certificated 
Employe Council (CEC), and the 
tentative okay of the school board. 
The rep council 
was scheduled 
to 
meet Monday night 
and 
the 
school 
board had a special 
meeting scheduled 
for 1:15 p.m. today. 
Both 
w e r e 
expected to approve 
the salary package 
that will bring the 
teachers the same 
5.5 per cent salary 
package 
already 
approved for class­ 
ified employes. 
At least that was the consensus of 
those this reporter talked with in the 
past few days. 
The temper of the rank and file 
teachers and the leadership in LEA 
they have chosen to negotiate for 
them has been mixed, ranging from 
the more militant announcement 
rejecting a final salary package of 
three or four years ago and later the 
campaign 
for 
a 
comprehensive 
agreement or master contract, to 
the almost passive acquiescence to 
school board policies. 
Even as long as five or six years 
ago, however, there has been the 
rumble of discontent in the ranks. 
Teachers were dissatisfied with the 
Winton Act under which school 
boards "meet and confer" with 
teacher organization. The teachers 
fought the cutback of specialist 
pesonnel and against the elimination 
of art and music teaching positions. 
They campaigned and worked for 
the personnel unit concept — a 
system in which the school staff 
would decide for themselves how 
they spent the money allotted to a 
school on the basis of so many 
dollars for so many students — and 
worked 
for 
other 
educational 
measures, such as tenure and merit 
pay 
Perhaps the biggest effort was 
made three years ago when LEA 
came up with the comprehensive 
agreement proposal 
They went 
down to defeat on that one despite 
being told the California Teachers 
Association 
(CTA) 
that 
such 
agreements were legally possible. It 
has 
been 
the 
view 
of 
high 
administration supported by legal 
authority that the school board or its 
representatives cannot embrace or 
sign a comprehensive agreement 
because it would in their view 
surrender some of the prerogatives

The teacher attack on all this has 
not been confined to the more 
militant teachers.
